The Walkerville Town Hall is coming 
home!! According to information that we 
learned a few weeks ago, the Town Hall was 
originally to have been built on the corner of 
Brant Street and Devonshire Road. Due to 
fiscal constraints at the time (something we 
are all familiar with), it wasdecided to use the 
existing foundation of the former St. Mary's 
Church, in order to save money. 

Seven months ago, Janet Graybiel and I 
received a call from Carl Morgan, asking if 
we would sit on a committee to find a new use 
for the Barclay building. Shortly afterwards, 
Duffy Davidson and BruckEaston joined our 
Executive Committee, with the assistance of 
the Windsor Architectural Conservation Ad- 
visory Committee (commonly known as 
WACAC), Evelyn McLean (the City's Her- 
itage Planner) and Councillor Margaret 
Williams. The past several months have been 
very interesting and very rewarding. Would 
Duffy, Janet, Brack, and our newest mem- 
bers, Jay Armeland (our Fund-raising Chair) 
and Julia Clinton (Jill of all trades), please 
stand to be acknowledged. This has been, 
without a doubt, the best committee I have 
ever worked with. 

For each of us on the committee, the sup- 
port of our families has been very important. 
Without their encouragementand understand- 
ing, we would not have been able to accom- 
plish our goals. 

Hiram Walker & Sons Ltd. has been very 
co-operative throughout this project. They 
have always been available to us for advice, 
encouragement and support. They have al- 
ways been an excellent example of good 
corporate citizenship in Windsor and we 
hope they will continue to be so for many 
years to come. 

The City of Windsor has worked very 
closely with us for the past several months. 
Without their co-operation, advice and as- 
sistance, we could not have accomplished 
the move in record time. Their most recent 
contribution was a grant to cover the costs of 
acquiring the land from CSX Realty as the 



new home for the Town Hall. 

Throughout this whole project, there were 
many times when we wondered if we could 
marshall the necessary expertise, at a cost 
that we could afford. Enter George Robb 
Architects; Neo Arch Limited; Woodall Con- 
struction; Verghaegen, Stubberfield, Hartley, 
Brewer & Bezaire Land Surveyors; Cana- 
dian National Rail ways; the WalkervilleBIA; 
Mike Brkovich; Walkerville residents and 
other Windsorites who care about heritage. 
They either offered their services at cost or 
for free. When we needed assistance with 
charitable status, the Essex County Histori- 
cal Society came to our rescue and offered to 
accept donations on ourbehalf. This has truly 
been a volunteer-driven project. 

When we first talked to CDS Building 
Movers last fall, to see if the Town Hall 
could, in fact, be moved to another location, 
they were very co-operative and have contin- 
ued to be so. When our schedule for the move 
was moved ahead a couple of weeks, they 
dealt with it. If problems arose on-site, they 
dealt with them. These people are true pro- 
fessionals and we thank them. 

We expect that this project will help in the 
rejuvenation of Old Walkerville as a viable 
business centre in Windsor and as a major 
tourist attraction. This project, while it started 
out as just one building, is more than that. 
Walkerville is unique in the world - it is one 
of three remaining company town in the 
world - the other two are Pullman, Illinois 
and Saltair, England. Walkerville was built, 
financed and supported by one man, Hiram 
Walker, and his family and this deserves to 
be preserved. We have a national treasure in 
our midst. It is our intention to work with the 
various levels of government, industry, edu- 
cators and individuals to achieve the goal of 
preservation and promotion. 

It is our hope that the Town Hall, and the 
other buildings in Walkerville, will survive 
for generations to come.

A "Preserve WalkervilleCommittee\chaired 
by former newspaper editor Carl Morgan, 
was formed to fight demolition of buildings 
in the Hiram Walker complex. As a result of 
strong community support and that of or- 
ganizations such as the ACO, on September 
26 Municipal Council of Windsor decided to 
designate. The Preserve Walkerville Com- 
mittee has been in close consultation with the 
ACO executive, and particularly President 
Alec Keefer, since August 1994, and, rather 
than dissolve after this victory, the group 
decided to apply to Council for branch status 
with the ACO. 

GENOVESE/VANDERHOOF 
REPORT 

Now that the report has been circulated to 
the branches and studied by Council mem- 
bers, a special meeting has been called for 
April 22 to discuss its findings in preparation 
for the AGM. In summary, Genovese/ 
Vanderhoof has posed two key questions: 
"Does the ACO really want to grow?", and, 
"Is the ACO prepared to change its struc- 
ture?". It is the opinion of the consultant that 
we can't accomplish the first without under- 
taking the second. Several valuable initia- 
tives have already been put in motion as a 
result of the study, and the Executive wishes 
to express its appreciation of Genovese/ 
Vanderhoof s innovative approach and their 
generosity in contributing a portion of their 
fee to the ACO as a donation. 

SELF-EMPLOYMENT 
ASSISTANCE COMPONENT 

This is a UIC program whereby successful 
applicants are accepted for a2 month training 
period during which they prepare business 
plans for an organization of their choice. If a 
plan is approved, UIC provides funds to see 
it carried out over the next 12 months. Our 
applicant was Paul Dilse, an urban planner 
with 15 years experience in the heritage 
conservation field who has had a long-term 
association with the ACO. Paul's plan in- 
cluded provision of administrative services 
to the Advisory Board which would enable 
publication of its reports, organization of 
tours and seminars, and a number of other 
initiatives which we haven't had the man- 
power to carry out. Paul has just received 
approval from UIC and only needs confirma- 
tion from Council to put the plan into action. 



TERRA COTT A EXHIBIT 

Originally organized by the Toronto 
Branch, this exhibition or photographs of 
terra cotta buildings in Ontario was trans- 
ferred to London, and just recently, to Ham- 
ilton. From February 14 to 28 the photo- 
graphs were on display at Hamilton Public 
Library, with a lecture by Alec Keefer during 
Heritage Week. Rob Hamilton, acting as 
curator, has augmented the existing collec- 
tion with numerous Hamilton area examples, 
including a white terra cotta apartment build- 
ing and the Lister Building, which is one of 
three large terra cotta buildings threatened 
with demolition, as well as the Natco Brick 
Yard. Rob is preparing a walking tour pam- 
phlet of terra cotta buildings in Hamilton.

Mrs. Julia Beck, President, welcomed 45 
guests to the 61st Annual General Meeting 
and thanked Cambridge City Council for 
graciouslyallowingtheACOtousetheCoun- 
cil Chambers of Old City Hall for the confer- 
ence and meeting. 

AGENDA 

The President moved that the proposed 
agenda for the 1994 Annual General Meeting 
of the ACO be approved by the membership, 
seconded by Mr. Bill Greer. CARRIED. 

MINUTES 

It was moved by the Secretary, seconded 
by Michael Baker, that the minutes of the 
previous Annual General Meeting be ac- 
cepted as circulated. CARRIED. 



BUSINESS ARISING 

The President was delighted to inform the 
membership that work on the foundations of 
the historic residence Chiefswood is now 
complete. The Restoration Committee con- 
tinues to raise funds for a cedar shingle roof. 

The Minister's Advisory Committee on 
Heritage Legislation for the Province has 
continued to meet following the release by 
the Ministry of Culture, Tourism and Rec- 
reation in August 1993 of a working draft of 
the new legislation. A revised working draft 
released in November incorporated many 
recommended changes. The Ministry then 
decided to prepare the accompanying regula- 
tions and present the whole package to the 
House in the fall of 1994. 

The Skinner-Jackson House in Camden 
East continued to be rented out from June 
1993 to June 1994, under the condition that 
the front portion was available for short-term 
holiday rental. This scheme did not prove 
successful and a new lease, at market value, 
for the exclusive use of the house is being 
negotiated with the tenant. 

Fund raising initiatives since the 1993 
AGM have proved disappointing, with our 
$30,000 special projects grant application to 
the Bronfman Foundation being turned down 
andgovernmentregulationsdelayingtheCash 
Calendar project However, there is every 
expectation that a 1995 Cash Calendar will 
be in place by September 1994. 

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

The President began her report by infoim- 
ing the members of changes in personnel 
since the last AGM. We have a new Treas- 
urer, John Sutlic CA, and two new part-time 
paid staff: John Martins-Manteiga, Heritage 
Administrator, and Stephen Sutlic, who pro- 
vides bookkeeping services. 

Mrs. Beck stated that a major initiative of 
the Executive Committee has been thedevel- 
opment of a new 5-year Strategic Plan, as 
required by the Ministry in considering our 
application for a 1994 support grant In fact, 
it had been six years since the ACO received 
the Intern's Report, recommendations from 
which have guided our activities for the past 
five years. Strategic planning forums open to 
all members and interested parties were held 
in November 1993 and January 1994, after 
which a draft Plan was submitted to Council. 
The amended version was then printed in 
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ACORN for consideration by the member- 
ship at this Annual General Meeting. She 
noted that a Marketing and Fund Raising 
Study, to be carried out by the firm of 
Genovese and Vanderhoof and funded by a 
Ministry's Special Projects Grant, would com- 
plement the Strategic Plan. 

Other ACO activities included two herit- 
age bus tours in 1 993, and development work 
on the Eric Arthur book by Bill Moffet and 
Alec Keefer. This latter project is on hold 
pending adoption of the Strategic Plan and 
results of the marketing study. In addition, 
the President has assisted in the formulation 
of a new governing by-law for the Brant 
County Branch and has been advising a group 
in the Rideau Valley corridor on the possible 
formation of a branch there. During her two 
years as President, she has visited ever)' 
branch except Port Hope and Cambridge, 
and is now in the process of preparing a 
Branch Manual. She remains convinced that 
the ACO needs the services of a full-time 
administrator in order to remain a vigorous 
and respected member of the heritage com- 
munity. 

FINANCIAL 

Mr. John Sutlic, Treasurer, informed the 
membership that he took over as Treasurers 
in August 1993 and has been carrying out an 
analysis of the ACO financial position. He 
thanks the branch presidents and treasurers 
for their assistance and reported that, while 
the audit process is not yet complete, he has 
draft statements which can bemadeavailable 
to the branches. Mr. Sutlic reported that 
while overall revenues have declined, partly 
because of Ministry cutbacks, our expenses 
have also. He particularly noted savings on 
ACORN mailing costs thanks to initiatives 
by the editor, Margaret Rowell. He advised 
that in order to qualify for Ministry assist- 
ance we must continue to demonstrate our 
relevance through a strong membership base 
and active programs. He stated, in reply to a 
query from Mr. Nicholas Hill, that roughly 
40% of our operating funds come from the 
Ministry, 25% from membership, 10% from 
rent and the rest from donations and fund- 
raising, and agreed with Mr. Hill's perception 
that there had been a decline in financial 
independence since 1992. The issues of the 
need to regularize receipt of membership 
fees and the regulation of ACORN subscrip- 
tions was raised again. It was moved by Mr. 
Sutlic, seconded by Mr. 



Dan Atkinson, that the financial report be 
accepted. CARRIED. 

APPOINTMENT OF AUDITORS 

It was moved by Mr. Sutlic, seconded by 
Mr. Beck, that Blackwcll Sparks, Chartered 
Accountants, be appointed auditors for the 
coming year, and that Council be authorized 
to fix their remuneration. CARRIED. 

PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 

Mr. Alec Kecfcr, Chair, noted that the 
Cambridge conference was the third of a 5- 
year annual conference program formulated 
by this committee. The 1995 conference, 
Vernacular II, will focus on Ottaw a and the 
Rideau; the 1996 conference, Year of the 
Brick, w ill be held in Toronto. After the 1995 
conference, the committee will analyse the 
success of the program and determine the 
next step. Mr. Kcefer noted that this year's 
conference was carried out without financial 
assistance from the Ministry, and expressed 
his thanks to coordinator Alison Jackson and 
the organizing committee of Tish Ostlund, 
Pat and Ben Rosebrugh of Heritage Cam- 
bridge and Council liaison Margaret 
Good body. It was moved by Mr. Kecfcr, 
seconded by Mrs. Goodbody, that the report 
of the Program Development Committee be 
accepted. CARRIED. 

MEMBERSHIP & PUBLICITY 
COMMITTEE 

Mrs. Joyce Sowby, Chair, reported that 
she had a very productive, if too short, meet- 
ing with branch membership secretaries be- 
fore theStratcgic Planning Forum in Novem- 
ber 1993. The chairs of the Advisory Board 
and the Fund Raising Committee were also 
present. A second meeting was scheduled in 
conjunction with the AGM, and two further 
meetings to plan strategy for a membership 
campaign in 1995. She noted that, while we 
continue to attract new members, we lose old 
members at about the same rate, obviously an 
unacceptable situation. It was moved by Mrs. 
Sowby, seconded by Mrs. Pal Rosebrugh, 
that the report of the Membership & Public- 
ity Committee be accepted. CARRIED. 



PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 

Ms. Mary AngelaTucker,Chair, presented 
the report of the Publications Committee. 
She reported that the major publication now 
underway is a book based on Eric Arthur's 
photographs of historic buildings, taken in 
various locations i n the province. Bill Moffct 
has prepared an outline, Alec Kecfcr is se- 
lecting photographs, and others are prepar- 
ing the text. In addition, she noted that the 
1992 conference proceedings are available 
for sale, and that the 1993 conference pro- 
ceedings should be available in September. It 
was moved by Ms. Tucker, seconded by Mr. 
Michael Kccfc, that the report of the Publica- 
tions Committee be accepted. CARRIED. 

FUND RAISING COMMITTEE 

I n the absence of the Chair, Rod A ngevarrc, 
Mrs. Beck read a letter from him to the 
branch presidents outlining the Cash Calen- 
dar project. Mr. Hill expressed his uneasi- 
ness with the lottery concept general ly, and 
Mr. Atkinson was concerned that the costs 
would be greater thatn the returns. Mr. Keefer 
noted that the calendar will also serve the 
purposcof providing information about ACO 
activities. Mrs. ElcanorGardhouscsuggestcd 
trying the project for a second year and 
assessing its value. It was moved by Mrs. 
Gardhousc, seconded by Mrs.Sowby, that 
the report of the Fund Raising Committee be 
accepted. CARRIED. 

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT 

Mr. Martins-Mantciga outlined his duties 
as Heritage Administrator, noting that he 
was in the office every Monday from 9 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. to answer inquiries personally, and 
that he checked mail and messages through- 
out the week. He asked branches to pick up 
membership lists and tax receipts from him at 
the close of the meeting. 

AMENDMENT TO BY-LAW #1 

The President explained a problem that 
had arisen with regard to the present 2-year 
term for membcrs-at-largc in that it does not 
provide for an overlap of new and experi- 
enced members. It was therefore moved by 
Mr. Kcefer, seconded by Mr. Ed Bennett, 
that membcrs-at-largc serve a term of three 
years. CARRIED. 
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5- YEAR STRATEGIC PLAN 

Mrs. Margaret Goodbody, the member re- 
sponsible, explained the reasons behind this 
initiative, and the process by which it was 
carried out, and referred members to the Plan 
printed in the Spring '94 issue of ACORN. It 
was mewed by Mrs. Goodbody, seconded by 
Mr. Bennett, that the new 5-year Strategic 
Plan be accepted by the membership of the 
ACO. CARRIED.' 

ADVISORY BOARD 

Mr. Bill Greer, Chair, reported that there 
w ere 20 members on the Board. Of these, 12 
had worked on assignments in 1993, with 
three reports completed, three highway wid- 
ening comments, and five still in progress. 
There were four requests to date in 1994. 
Receipts for completed reports amount to 
$450 in donations to the ACO, with a year's 
ACO memberships being given to the client. 
Mr. Greer noted that the Board is made up of 
dedicated and experienced professionals 
Whose activities provide a valuable outreach 
program for the ACO. He asked that branches 
nominate additional members from their ter- 
ritories and suggested that, where branches 
do not exist, LACAC's be asked to suggest 
potential Board members. Mr. Greer will 
approach ACO Council to raise the consulta- 
tion fee from $ 1 50 to $200 at the discretion of 
the consulting architect, depending on the 
scope of the advice requested. He stressed 
that the sen ices the Board provide in noway 
conflict with those which require paid pro- 
fessional assistance. Finally, Mr. Greer ex- 
pressed his sincere appreciation for the w ork 
carried out by Diane McCormick, secretary 
to the Advison Board, and to the retiring 
President of the ACO, Mrs. Beck for her 
guidance. Mrs. Shirley Watton asked that 
profiles of Board members and summaries of 
Board reports be included in ACORN. It w as 
moved by Mr. Greer, seconded by Mr. Hill, 
that the report of the Advisory Board be 
accepted. CARRIED.

"THE CASTLE", c. 1870 

Know n locally as "The Castle", this large, 
yel low brick home w as constructed by Charles 
Karch, an early Hcspclcr Justice of the Peace 
and machinery manufacturer. A three-storey 
structure, it is uniquely situated high on a 
former shoreline plateau w ith a commanding 
view of the Speed River valley below. The 
house is symmetrical in a style identified as 
Victorian Gothic, with a steeply gabled 
roofline and a turret capped with wrought 
iron finials. Interesting Arabesque patterns 
are etched into the ruby glass panels of the 
main doors. This home was designated under 
the Ontario Heritage Act in 1985. Owned by 
the Horsman family, this home has been 
restored by the present owner with skill and 
restraint.

The Mallory House - Circa 1810 



A remarkable survivior of the early 1800's the Mallory House is essentially a post and beam "Wilderness 
Georgian" style framed structure of nearly 2700 square feet, set on a rubble stone masonry foundation and 
located on 13 acres just east of Coburg. 

Dominating the house is the massive central chimney stack and five brick fireplaces of medieval England 
origins and common to seventeenth century New England. 

Sadly, this designated historical residence has been neglected in recent years and requires a new owner of 
vision and means to restore it to its former magnificence.
